S, 
McClure, the magazine man. Just 
before we departed he'd acquired 
an advance copy of President Wil- 
son's “preparedness message” to 
congress. We needed to “prepare,” 
said the president, in order to 
scare war away from us. | 

The ‘“‘Horsecar Second of the 
Transatlantic Crosstown Line,” as 
the Oscar II was known to the 
newspaper men on _ board, was 
about 48 hours at sea before the 
arrival of the “release date” of 
that message. 

At that juncture Colonel (a. 
courtesy title) McClure read the 
message, in general assembly in 
the second class dining salon, to 
the “‘peacers’’—approximately 300 
of ’em. 

Instantly they split two ways. 

One bloc asserted that the pres- 
ident was right—that “prepared- 
ness’”” was @ peace measure. The 
other bloc contended that it was 
the first step toward our entrance 
into the conflict. 


Split Wide Open 
It split the Peace Expedition 
wide open. |

wanted to wireless back a condem- 
nation of the Wilsonian program.

The war 
itself wasn’t fought as bitterly as 
that contest was fought between 
the rival groups of “peacers” on 
that voyage. Numberless insults 
were exchanged, even whiskers 
were pulled on the high sea in con- 
nection with that controversy. 


It was a shipload of cranks, to 
be sure. Ashore, scattered and 
diluted by a lot of rational at- 
mosphere, individuals certainly 
wouldn’t have become so cuckoo.

NEW YORK, (\P)—To a stranger 
it may seem cold, aloof; its seven 
millions intent only on providing 
for themselves. But, stranger, it is 
not. New York is a city with a 
heart. 

Beneath its bright, tinseled ex- 
terior, its noise, its bustle and its 
roar, it has the warmth of a village 
and your problem is its problem. 


This was never better proved 
than the other day (and, oh, how I 
wish O.Henry were here to write of 
the city’s heart) when the final vote 
in the question of pari-mutuels ver- 
sus bookmakers was tabulated. By 
an overwhelming majority New York 
city elected to remove the bookies 
from the racing tracks and sup- 
plant them with the warm, frendly, 
lovable pari-mutuels, 


You know, those _ ingratiating, 
motherly pari-mutuel machines 
which remain steadfast through the 
years. Others may desert you, but 
the mutuels will be with you to your 
last two dollar bill. 


The provision of pari-mutuel ma- 
chines for visitors to its race-tracks 
is typical of New York’s thoughtful- 
ness. With bookmakers handling 
bets, strangers sometimes had dif- 
ficulty in losing their money. 
The bookmakers were very 
haughty. They sat apart on their 
high legged stools and preferred to 
cater chiefly to their friends and 
acquaintances. 
Many a personable sucker, lack- 
ing an introduction or unwilling to 
fight through the crowds that sur- 
round the slates, was forced to go 
home with money he had expected 
to lose and placed in the position 
of having to buy staples for his fam- 
ily with the cash he had counted on 
throwing away on a three-year-old 
in the sixth at Empire City. This, of 
course, was bad publicity in many 
another town. 
But now that is all past and any 
man can make his way to the wait- 
ing arms of the pari-mutuel ma- 
chines and unburden his wallet of 
its last two-dollar bill. The ma- 
chines play no favorites. Overalls 
of tweeds, cotton or silks, hand-me- 
downs or Sackville Row, it’s all the 
same to the mutuels. 
' From the rejoicing that is evident 
in the city streets, you would be- 

lieve New Yorkers had ratified 
“ham and eggs” instead of the iron 
men, Honestly, there is so much 
elation over the passing of this pro- 
position that you would think some 
benevolent despot had decreed that 
starting with the next racing sea- 
son every citizen was to be given 
seven winners a day, with 
eighth on the card a boat race. 

Now, however, there is nothing 
you can get in Los Angeles, Boston, 

| Baltimore, New Orleans or Louis- 
i ville, that you can’t get in New

Where the Snake river forms the 
boundary between Idaho, Washing- 
ton and Oregon, it twists like a 
serpent through a jumble of tower- 
ing mountains, eroded earth and 
broken rocks. 


This rugged and almost inacces- 
sible wilderness is flanked by the 
Wallowa mountains on the west and 
by the Seven Devils mountains on 
the Idaho side. It can be crossed 
only by boat through the treacher- 
ous waters of the Snake itself.
